He that 
knoweth not wherein it confiſts,knowsnot how to look for it, 
no mare then the Jewes-who were Scripture-profefſors, and 
learned men knew , wherein the kingdome of God did con- 
fit ; Even no more do the litteral profeffors., whoſe faith is . 
founded on the Letter, and upon that which is vifible, knows. 
what I ſay, Firſt, all muſt know wherein it doth conſift. It 
Is in brightneſſe ſhedde abroad through all things, 
which pierceth through , and ſcarcheth the ſecreteſt place, 
even that which is invifible,” and maketh manifeſt all things; 
and the nature of every thing by the day of the Lord comes to 
be {cen 4 and it appearsin the heart 3; they were to.-wait for

whole cyes is full of adultery, which cannot ceaſe from fin, 
neither to the feed of falſhood, neither eo the corruptible 
birth, neither unto that which is born of the fl:(h, norunto 
the'will of the creature yet notwithitanding, though trjoin 
not to theſe, yet is it near man, even the nararal man, its 
manifeſtation or the ſhining forth of its brightnefs, makcth 
all rhefe things manifct before-mentioned to be evil ; and 
thus far the fpiric of God hath appeared co the world arid all 
mankind, as toconvince the world of fin, yet ſtilit remains 
In its own puriey, and whilc the heart of any man is taken 
op with that, and Joined unto that which the light reproves, 
(thac is to fag) the worker of iniquity; that man hatf noe 
received the ſpirit, neicher is made poſſcfior of it,nor injoyes 
it, but it Rands off man, and from man at a diftance, fhews 
ing the worker of iniquity and the works of darkneſs, and 
manifeſting to the creature in tes Tight, and letting him fee. 
unto whom he is joined ;/ for fo far asa man denics himfelf 
in a&ing or joining to that which the manifeſtation of Gods 
fpiric (ſhining forth ities own puricy) in himreproveth, fo 
he comes nearer, and comes to join in ſome meafure to the 
fpirtc of holineſs, or che holy ſpirit, and to receive ir, and 
to feel the power of God in ſome ſmall meaſure, though bug 
weakly working in him, to the purging out thoſe things 
which che ſpitic letshim ſee is evil, which hach been reproved' 
in him, and ſo in fome meaſure feels in himſclf whas to wait 
upon,, and where to wait, and itn what, cven in that which 
gives every one a feeling of their own condition within, and 
opens their underſtandings;

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How the ſpirit of truth worketh and operateth in them who are 
Convinced, and yet hath not obeyed it, ſhewed, | 


T put God who is a ſpirit hath appeared by his manife- 
ſation unto all, yet all have not received it,he that hates 
the light hath not reccived it, The eye-lids of the moruing are 
unto him as the ſhadow of death ; that which manifeſteth and 
bringeth to light all evil, the evil docr likes it not, heeds it 
not, receives it not, but ſtill is without God in the world, 
that lies in wickedneſs, and without the ſpirit, in death, and 
dead in treſpaſſes and fins, a ſepulcher, in which the juſt lics 
ſlain 3 in this fate God is nox remembred , there is no re« 
membrance in the grave, nor no thanks in the pit, yet light 
ſhincs im darkneſs, and a man unconverted, yet convinced, 
is that darkneſs, and that which convinceth him is the lighe 3 
ſo light ſhines in darkneſs, in man, in the greateſt darkneſs ; * 
and this may convince all vain diſputers, who ſay every one 
is not inlightened, neither thatthe ſpiric of God hath appea» 
red to all ; good men have it, bad men its near them z they 
that bring forth the fruits of darkneſs,$ bring forth the deeds 
of darknefs, they are lighted, iyca, they that are in darkneſs, 
& are darkneſs, the light ſhines in them, the ſpirit of God 
ſhinesthere in darkneſs,manifeſteth their darknes,here man is 
darknes, the Epheſians were darknes,in the unconverted cſtate, 
yet had lighe ſhining in them, Epb.5.8.che ſpirits manifeſtation 
they had, but were not led by it zonce they were without God 
in che world,but after it was turned unto,ic (hewed them their 
darkneſs, and it Icading their minds, thcy came to be made 
light in the Lerd,who is that ſpiric, whoſe manifeſtation hath 
appcared to all, foall arc without excuſe, for be bath not left 
himſelf without witneſs ; and they that have not Gods witneſs 
to be theirs, (that is toſay) to poſſeſs it ; they have no faith 
nor aſſurance in God at all, but that which ſhould bring afſu- 
rance of ſalvation untothem; ir affures their condemnation, 
and alſo reveals forrow- Now as every one is turned to the 
meaſure of Gods holy ſpirit, and keeps his mind into it, he 
comes to feel and to ſec its reproof, and ſo as the wind is 
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kept ſtill into it, it ariſes in its pw ity, and ſhines forth in the 
heart in more brightneſs , ſtil] checking man for diſobe- 
dience, ſtill judging , and as it is liſtened anto, it appears 
in ftr:ngth, and layes every mans: heart open, and lets him 
ſee how full of unrighteouſneſs he is, how full of imagt- 
nations he is, how his heart is full of vain and idle 
thoughts, and how luſt aboundeth in the heart; this makes 
his troubleto increaſe, and his ſorrow to multiply, and this 
isalwayes preſent, none can run from it, but it follows him, 
and ſhall purſue every one to the pit who obey ir not, and kin- 
dle his torment; and whatſoever the mind may run into, to 
take pleaſure for amoment, and the heart be exerciſed in, yet 
this meaſure of Gods ſpirit is alwayes preſent to condemn it, 
and judge a man forir, ſotheftrokes of the Almighty isſtill 
heavy upon his back, being ſtill in the diſobedi:nce of the 
ſpirit; itnever bears witneſs unto any man in that ſtate, but 
God through it (till ſounds the alarum of war and 'terror in 
his heart, ſo that fear compaſſeth him about on every ſide, 
and though for a moment, the cry may not be heard, and 
through diſobedience it may ſeem as dzadas unto him, yet 
if everthe mind be but ſtill; anda man ſober and calm, and 
ever mind what he is doing, it appears again , and though a 
man may take up ſomething, and perform ſcmething which 
is called religious, and pray in words, and read, and talk of 
the Scriptures, and may takeup ſome carnal outward Ordi- 
nance, and there content himſelf for a time, yet ſtill the wit- 
neſs of Gods holy Spirit, for that, ſh?ws him his hypocrift:, 
' andthathe ſeeks a cover t5 ſh :Irerhimſelt under, that he may 
live in diſobedience, and be at eaſe inthe fl:{h, Hut all in vain, 
for there is no peace within,bue the m2aſure ofGods ſpirit fill 
ſhews him he ſerves fin, and follows his own will, and in this 
will brings forth a worſhip, and ris is will worſhip; nay, if 
2 man ſhould praitice all thoſe thinzs w'ich others who were 
in the life performed, and were accepted ; yet this will not 
fatisfi*, God hath no pleaſure in this, no more then if one 
flew a man, or bleſſed an Idol, or kiſſed Baal, all is abominati- 
on tothe Lord; and though a man may fin. fo far againſt 
the light of Chrift in his own conſcience, that the light be to 
him as though there were no ſuch thing, yet alt this will not 
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do, forthe Lord will Pat {Br his holy place, though 
thou have ſtopped thy car as to him, and cloſed thy eyes, yet 
he will makethee hear and ſee, and will caufe his terror to 
ſtrike into thy heart, ſo that dread ſhall compaſs thee about 
as a wall, and thou ſhall be afraid for that which thon (ſhale 
ſec and hear; and though the ſpirit ſtrives long, yet being ill 
diſobeyed,the long: ſuffering of God comes to an end con- 
ccrning him that hath been unfaichful, and then his wrath.is 
kindled as fire, which ſhall burn tothe loweſt Hell, into whith 
all the reb<Hious and Riff-necked ſhall be caft and have their 
. portion fer ever among all the children 'of darkneſs ; there- 
tore al] who have been convinced long, and ftill are by Gods 
holy ſpirir, of the way of truth, and yet have not ſubmited 
to the leaging of the Spirit ; think on this (for its the Lords 
truth which I declare unto you ) or el{c eternal miſery will be 
your end, $5 Ba 

And if thou till perſiſt on after the imaginations of thine 
own heart, and inthy rebellious will;thou quencheth the ſpi- 
rit and the motions thercot ; and though ic be life in ir (elf, 
yet is as dead unto thee who art inthe gainſaying, reſiſting 
that through which Gods cternal power is manifeſt in them 
that believe; and thou wilt grow inſcnſible and paſt feeling, 
and become as ſeared fleſh, and be ſenſlefs as rothe things of 
God, and hardneſs of heart will come upon thee, and thou 
wilt be as a ſtone which cannot be meleed,and wo wil be unto 
ſuch where the ſpirit of the Lord in them ccaſeth to ſtrive 
with them, having ſo long rebclled againft, and gainſayed the 
pure drawing of it, that ſo the Lord is grieved and wearied 
with their impenitency, that he gives them up to their vile af= 
te&ion, and to follow the imaginations of their own hearc 
(who receiveth not the truth in the love of it) but in the cnmis» 
ty ſtill remainsobſtinate , doing deſpight unto the Spirit of 
gracc,his lonz-ſuffcring comes to an end,and-his fierf@wrath 
comes to be kindled againſt ſuch, and rhat which would have 
led them out of «the world, into truepure everlaſting peace, 
now becomes their tormentor, andthey baniſhed trom:- his 
preſence, and ſhut up in eternal miſery, where the fire is kin- 
dlcd by the breath of the Lord that burns for ever, che ſen.

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tence of condemnation being paſt upon them becauſe they had 

leaſure in unrighteouſneſſe , and have ſold themſelves to dy wic» 
bed , and crucifying the appearance of God in themſelves ; 
which appearance though it live in the fountain of lite, yet 
crucified by thee who art out of the life, yet lives ſtill for cvcr 
in it ſclfe to be thy condemnation cternally. 


How the Spirit of the Father worketh in them who are turned to 
it, and bave takgn heed unto its manifeſtation, and are in ſome 
meaſure partakers of its power. 


Here are differences of adminiftration ; But the [ame 
Lord; and there are diverſity of gifts , but the ſame ſpirit; 

and there are diverſities of operations , but the ſame God which 
worketh all in all. Now the ſpirit of Truth which is life in it 
ſclfe, putteth forth its own pure at, not onely to convince 
and dete& him that eranſgrefleth its appearance,& manifeſteth 
evill which hath been committed by man 3 but alſo being tur- 
ned unto, and waited in, it ſhews man when motions and 
temptations unto fin ariſeth 3 and as the Creature is ſtill, and 
waitcth in-that which manifcſtcth and ſingly keeps in his 
minde to it. It ſheds abroad irs power, and vanquiſheth and 
ſubducth thoſe luſts which do ariſc,and candemns the ground 
from whence they ariſe , and it purely draweth the mind af- 
ter it , and ſecretly worketh and breatheth forth its pure life 
In him that waitcth in patience and in ſtilneſs,not heeding the 
vain thoughts and imaginations that riſcth in his heart ; but 
rather heeds the manifeſtation of the Spirit, at whoſe bright 
appcaranceall the vain defires comes to be extinguiſhed, and 
.thcre comes to be a hunger begot within , to be made parta-» 
kers of its purity- and of its nature; for God through the 0» 
pcrati; of the ctcrnall Spirit lets forth his power , which 
.turneth and: changeth the heart, and cuts aſunder and di- 
vides berwixt a man and thoſe lovers that he hath joyned un= 
to ,. and makes a ſeparation within, and carries a*man fur 
ther: from thoſe things which the meaſure of the Spirit re- 
proves, and this Ieads nearer unto God- : And ſo they et 
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do believe in the meaſure of Gods Spirit, comes to feel. what 
repentance from dead works is, and the works and the. 
worker is ſeen ; and who it is that hath wroughe is mani« 
feſt in the light ; and as there is a diligent waiting upon 
it; there is nothing that paſſcth through the minde , bur it 
diſcerns, and gives a diſcerning unto every particular heart, 
who fingly and quictly waits upon it. But yet after the Spiric 
of truth in ſome meaſurebe felc, and its living teſtimony in 
ſomething z yet it may be a long time before there be a clear 
diſtinguiſhment in the underſtanding 3 ſo that one cannot 
clearly diſcern its moving from all other falſe motions and 
®high imaginations whichare above : And hence it is, that'the 
hafty and forward minds follows their vain motions which 
leads them into deceit, and then the Queſtioner gets up, and 
then they queſtion all that ever the Spirit hath made maniteſt 
unto them before; a vaile then is drawn over, and the enemy 
lodges in the vayl and in the darknefſe which is centred, and 
then as ſoon as any hearkens within, to that which is the ups 
permoſt , and doth abound ; the enemy that lodges in that 
preſents motions as to obey this and that , and all is deceit ; 
So therefore all is to keep back, that they may ſenſibly feele 
between the pure motions and drawing of the Spirit, and the 
vain thoughts that ariſe out of the earthly heart ; and when 
any thing doth ariſe which the light doth not bear witneſſe 
to, it's not to be followed nor hezded, but a quiet till writ- 
ing that things may be cleared tothe underſtanding ; and for 
want,of this many have run out, and have brought forth Sa- 
tans work , and ated things forwardly in their wil , and fo 
have clean loft the true ſenſe of that which ſhould guide their 
minds, and haye followed the ſpirit of crrour, and have 
cauſed the pure ſpirit of the Lord to be evil ſpoken ofs But as 
there is 4 keeping back, and a quiet waiting out of willing, 
or running and haſt ; it ariſes purely and Rtilly in the heart, 
and ſhines forth in brightneſſe in the heart , ſo that it giveth 
perfe& evidence and full teſtimony of it ſelfe, thatthere will 
be no doubting nor queſtioning of it's motion ; for it will aps 
parently ſhew forth its ſelfe in irs own tranſpa rent brigheneſs, 
with full afſurance of its own will, and then after i be dee 
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by ſeen, and its motion, then keep under all reaſoning, and 
keep out all queſtioning, and give not way to temptation 3 
and that which moves of the Lord of life, will carry thee 
through in its own operation and power to accompliſh the 
will of God, and ſo thou wile have peace being obedient, 
and thy ſtrength will be renewed ; for as any is brought to 
ſubmit unto the will of God, when ic is known, and comes to 
oDey by vertue of its own power ; that which 1s contrary unto 
Gods ſpicit ih chee , comes to looſe irs ſtrength , and to de- 
cay, and be weakned ; but as any diſobeys the pure'motion 
of Gods holy Spirt after ir be known, the enemy is ſtrengthe=.& 
ned, andthat which isof the fl:{Mmouriſhed , and the ſpiric 
comes to be quenched,that which would give thee power, if 
thou ſubwiteeſt to it : But yet know this, the ſpirit in it ſelfe 
never loſes its purity, ncicher can be quenched in it {cIfe, bur 
will bear its pure witn:f[: againſt thee, and none (hall be able 
to Rop its reproof ; Thus the diverlity of its operation comes 
tobe known as its hearkned unto, obeyed, loved, and be- 
Lieved in it purs forth ics pure power and gives ſtr:ngth,and 
ſcalzs peace to the obedient 3 but diſobeyed and relifted , it 
condemns, judges, reproves and feals condemnation to the 
di{obedient , and yet there isno variation in it ſelf, for it is 
always oneand the ſame. | 
But as it operateth upon different natures or obje&s unto 
which it joyns to, or ſtands at a diſtance from, that isto 
ſay, the good ground it cauſeth to bring forth fruit urito God, 
and the curſed ground, out of which bryars and thorns do a» 
riſe, it kindles a fire in, that ſhallnot quenched 3 but as there 
isa ſubmiſſion unto its pure operation , it burns upand dee 
ſtroys that which hinders the growth of the ſeed, and it pur- 
geth the heart of them that have confidence in it from all file 
- thineſſe both of flzſh and ſpirit, and worketh up the creature 
into itz own frame and nature, and faſhions, and makes and 
moulds all that arc in the faith into the image of che Father; 
and ſo the Fathers love comes to be ſhed abroad in the heart : 
and as wrath was revealed through the ſpirit and condemna- 
tion, ſo now the peace of God comes to be enjoyed, and his 
| conſolation ſhed abroid largely , in which there is pure re- 
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Vuto whom the Spirit of the Father bears witneſs", and ſeals 
aſſurance of the F athers love, ad of juſtification with God , decla« 
red, , 


7 One hath the witneſs of Gods ſpirit bearing witneſſe to 
Naas norin them who have nct believed in the true lighe 
that lighteth every man that cometh into the world, by whom 
alone life is begotten by the powertul operation of Chriſt in 
' them that believe in him who 1s cternal light it ſcIfe , whoſe 
word is ſpirit and life, by which the new Creature is framed 
& formed in them that bzlieve,unto whom he maketh manif. 
his power ; for unto him who is the lite of men is all power 
committed both in heaven and carik ; for nothing was made 
or created but by him, neither is any turned from fin but by 
him, and by his mighty power ; without him is death, in him 
is lite, and theliſe zx the light of men : So that none bur they 
that are born of the light , and are begotten by him who is 
light,” can havethe ſpiric of Chriſt who is light ro bear wit- 
nefſc untothem, neither the aſſarance of the Fathers love ; for 
onely they that are born of the ſpirit , and walk after the ſpi- 
rit , are juſtified by the ſpirit of che Lord ; tor the affurance 
of his love is not made manifeſt to bis enemies, but unto them 
that are Forn and brought forth in his own image, in his own 
likeneſſe ana nature, which is pure and incorruftible withour 
tain ord: filement, the holy ſeed which. is-beire of the promiſe, 
who knows the living hope which puritics the heart, and 
bringertt the anſwer of a Food: conſcience unto them that feel 
and witnefl: the waſhing of regeneration , and have known in 
themſelves the clean water poured forthupon them , which 
hath taken away the ſtains , and ſpots, and bI:miſhes, and 
the dehlements ; for where theſe arenge waſhed out, and the 
heart cleanſzd from them, and that beJicved in, whercin 
Gods all-ſuffi-iency is tcit,, and his powcr made manifeſt, 
there cannor be aſſurance of the Fathers love in the heare, nor 
in the ſoule; ncicher doth the ſpicit of the Father bear _ 
nelle 
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nefſe unto ſuch , nor are rigcation s but on. the con= 
trary, where ſin remains unſubdued, and taken away; the 
ſpirit of the Father condemneth the fin, and the creature 
-now is joynedtoit, andis become one with it ; for no ſip is 
brought forth , but there.is a &Znſent and an aſcentingto the 
inſtigation of the Devill , although when a temptation ari« 
ſeth cither within or without, there may be a refaſting and a 
ſtriving againſt it for a little ; but the heart not being kept 
cloſeto the ſpicit, the enemic often enters, and ſo captivates 
the underſtanding, then there is an agreement and ajoining 
to the adverſary , and fo the ſpirit pronounceth the ſentence 
of condemnation upon him who is joyned tothe harlor, and 
becomes one flzſh, and joyned unto ftrange flcth w ich is 
not the fleſh of Chrift the ſeed, and that which hath joyned 

and conſeneed to drink of the cup of fornication, muſt drink 
of the cup of indignation and tcrrour, and bear the ffroke of 
Divine Juſtice, and lye in patience under it till that be cut 
down which hath joyned to deceit, before there can be the 
remiſſion of the trangreſſion , or the creature juſtified in the 
ſight of God : For fin is not blotted out of the book of Gods 
remembrance till it be turned from, and repented of, neither 
doth the creature ſtand clearin the ſight of God, when God 
judges in righteous judgement, which the light in every ones 
conſcience ſhall anſwer. Now he that is born of God fins not, for 
the ſeed of God remains in him , which is life : And as the crea» 
ture joyns tothat ſeed which is heir of the Kingdom, and of 
the Crown immortall , he comes to be made partaker of its 
vertue and operation 5 which ſecd is Chrift, and by his 
power by which he limitcth the ſeed of the Serpent, and wea- 
kens his ſtrength in the creature , as man cometh to belicve 
in his ſtrength unto whom all power is committed , the co. 
venant with Death is broken, and that agreement that the 
creature hath made with D:ach comcs to be diſannulled by 
thearm and power ofthe Lord, and ſo the creature. comes 
to be delivered from the bondage of corruption, and the 
new man comes to live, or the new creature which is born of 
God, which fins not , comes to be framed and faſhioned in 
theimage of the Father : and he Fathers love is manifeſt un- 
| to 
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tohimand in him, and h$hath the aſſurance in himſelf. 
The Babe that is born fram above, of the Spirit which is 
from above, of which he is born and brought forth of the jult 
by ehe juſt, he is jJuſtitied by the juſt God, and the juſt wi'« 
neſs of the Spiric ſealcth this in him : And hchath the record 
of his juſtification; For there is three that bear recordin the earth, 
the water, the blood, and the ſpirit ; and he that is born of that 
which is pure in it ſelf, hath the witnzfs of all theſe three 
in himſelf, for they agree in 01e: That which one beareth 
witneſs too, and for, the other doth the ſame, and the re. 
cord, andteftimony, and wircneſs of all theſe three hath he 
that is born from above. M vreover, there is three that beay 
record is heaven, the Father, the Word, and the ſpirit, and theſe 
three are one. So he that is born of the Father, and begotten 
of the Father in Chriſt the ſeed through the Spirit, he and he 
alone comes to feel the Fathers loye mad: manifeſt in him, 
and is juſtified in the fight of the Father, and hath the re» 
cord of all theſe witneſſes before mentio 1ed in himſelf; fo 
that he hath hiz afſarance and evidence near him and in him, 
the ſeal of the Father, the ſeal of the Soiric: And ſo when 
the adverſary comes to tempt and to aflault,and would raiſe 
up doubts in the mind ,-the evidenceisnear, which puts him 
out of all doubt thathe isin the love of God, and blefled 
for ever; and happy arc allthcy who have waited for theſe 
things, and have felt theſe things, and are witneſs of theſe 
things; for fleſh and blood hath not revealed theſe. things. 
Now let every man who reads this prove himſelf, and try 
_ himſelf whether he be in the faith or no, and whether he 
havethe evidence of the Spicit or no, that he is born of it, 
and knows a birth that fins not, becauſe the ſecd remaineth 
In him; who is kept by che power, that the cyil one rouches 
him not, kept in ſalvation, and in ſaving health alive unto 
him who hath brought him forth to. lite to drink of the cup © 
of bleſſing, andof the cup of ſalvation which nouriſheth and 
Ms up unto ternal life them that continue In the 
aith. 
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What the free grace of Godis, and unto whom it hath appeared, 
«1nd where all is to wait to receive it, declared, as it hath been 
revealed by the Spirit. 


i H:gracc of God is pure, and is the free gift of God, 

and it i« perfeRt, it isthe appearance of Chriſt, it is a 
beam of righteouſneſs ſhining forth, it is a meaſure of Gods 
ſtrength and power iſſued out from himſelf, and a proportion 
of his treaſure, vertue, and ſufficiency which comes to be ſhed 
abroad in all them that belicvein it; its that through which 
God maketh known his will, and tcacherh his by it, and re- 
veals his ſaving hcalth through ir to chem that are taughe by 
it and through it; them that belicvein it, are builded up in 
thetruth, and becomes a habitation for God ; no man doth 
any thing to purchaſe it, none need ſay, where may petit, 
or how may I know its teaching ? its near thee, it is in thee, 
it hath appcarcd co all men, ic ſhews ungodlinels in the heart 
of man, by its pure brightneſs; yea, to all men it ſhews the 
motions unto fin, and that which isnot Iike God in motions, 
words or a&ions ; it draweth the heart of man from them 
as with a cord, it ſhewstheJuſts of the heart and mind, the 
luſt of the eye, and thepride of life, it never joynedto ſing, no- 
thing can alccr ics purity or property, asin it ſelt iis always 
one and the ſame, it is pzrfe&, and will be alwayes ſo, ic 
ftands off, and ata diſtance from that which is corruptable 
and imperfect, and yet beholdcth it, and alchough ſome that 
have turned to it,he again turned fromit, and may turn it as 
inthemſclves into wantonneſs, yet it keeps its purity , and 
fill reproves thy wantonneſs, and will lay is before thee, and 
£will ſhew thee how thou haft abuſed the appearance of 
Chriſt, and hath marred his countenance and his face, and 
reprovethee for it.; many have been the talkers of ic. in this 
profcſſing age, but knew not of what they ſpoke, neither ever 
informed the mind of man, where it was to be waited for, 
neicher how it might be Known, or how, or what the opera-« 
tion of it was, Euthath cryed up their own imaginations, 
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we are juſtified by his free x. .Þ POWs all fn paſt, prefene and 
to come, and in this conceit theuſands have been led into 
the picot darkneſs, while out of thick darkneſs they have 
cryed up , we arc juſtifed by free grace in Chrift, while the 
free grace of Chritt, Gods gift, which ſhould have taughe 
them, they never heeded at all,but got up into conceitedneſs, 
and carcleſ:neſs, and preſumption, out of the fear of Godz 
and pretending juſtification, while they themſelves were the 
ſervants of tin, and bond-ſlaves to corruption, and this is 
the ſtate of thouſands at this day, and they that have been 
publiſhers and preachers of free grace: Now when the thing 
it ſclf comes to be witneſſed and declared what it is, and as 
it is, and where it js; now they ſay it is not ſufficient to 
tcach any the knowledge of God, but from all ſuch fooliſh 
doaters, and blind guids, and ignorant ſhepherds, is God 
bringing many ſheep home which they have driven away,and 
they would kill now them that are fed and taught by the gift 
of God, and ſays its not ſifficient, and ſo make themtodif- 
Tike their food & diſlike their ſhepherd, ſo would make them 
deaf 8 blind, and then they might lead them into any deſert, 
& teed them among the ſwine,who wallow in the mirc,infile 
. thineſs, and luft,and pleaſure, and ungodlinefſs,and ſo beguil - 
the ſheep,and ſcatter them from the fold,and lead them from 
the true ſhepherd,and from his appearance,which is his grace, 
and from theſh:pherds yoice,which is the word of his grace, 
whichis able to fave the ſoul. Oh aſl you blinde guides, and 
you that call your ſelves Orthodox-men and Miniſters, and all 
that have been preaching frec grace in words ; and now 
when God hath given them that have waited upon him an 
underſtanding to declarethe thing it ſelf, that you have ſpo« 
ken of 5 now you cry its not a ſufficient teacher. Now let 
me ask you a queſtion, if chat which ecacheth to deny ungod- 
lincſs, and ſhews it,be the-grace of God, and the gift of God, 
then how ſay you, its not a ſufficient teacher? it it be nota 
ſufficient teacher, then why did the Apoftle commit them,and 
commend them tothe word of his grace, which was able to 
ſavetheir ſouls, and whether is not that which is able to ſave 
the ſoul, a ſufficient teacher : Anſwer ye wife men, and Je 
2 » 
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literal Robbies, if that which 4.2 fin and temptation be not 
ſufficient, then declare you, and let us fee your skill in the 
myſtcriesof God 3 but to.return unto them, in whole minds 
theres a detire to be informed ; ſeeing then that Gods free 
gracc, which is his pure appearanceghath ſo far manifeſted it 
ſelf, or God through it ſhews fin, and teacheth from fin, that 
which teacherh from fin is holy, and that whick leadcth from 
worldly lufis is pure, and that which ſaves from ſin is grace, 
which is ſaving in it ſelf, aud Ged hath ſo loved the world, as 
that he bath ſent bis Son into the world; and he was and is 
the light of the world, and hath ſhed abroad his grace, and 
hath made it appear to all, and all that waites upon it, and 
comes tobe taughtby ir, feels its afſurance,ſo all is Itfe with 
out excuſe, therefore wait in that which hath appearcd in 
thee, that which ſhews the luſts, and thoughts and motions 
unto fingthis is Gods gift, Gods grace, this is ſufficicnt,though 
all men in the world ſay it is not ſufficient, yet this makes not 
my faith void, neither thine who hath received it ; but thou 
haſt the witncſsof thy faich in thy ſclf, which giveth pure 
and perfe& fecling of the operation of the Spirit of the Lord, 
and all is to wait within, to hear him who condemns fin in 
the flicſh within, which by his grace ſhews man his tranſ- 
 greſſion and inſufficiency in himſelf, and by the word of his 
grace ſaves all them that believe in it out of fin, and giveth 
dominion over fin ; and this comes to be revealed in the heare 
of man, and there muft it be waited for in that which is pure, 
that it may bereecived, and there the pnſes of it comes 
to-be known, and its vertue partaken of by. all that do believe 
in it, -and receive it,and are-ſubjc&ed to it, they ſee and feel 
Gods ſalvation revcalcd through it to-theie ſouls, and knows 
wherethcir ſtrength lics, not in ſelf-aQing, bur in the free gift 
of God,the gifs of rightcouſneſs, the righteous gift, by which 
* Juſtification cometh uponallthat bclicy:» | 
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Whether all have received the grace of God or no, declared ; and 
and whether it be « ſufficient teacher in it ſelfe, to wit, that grace 
that hath appeared to all, if it be received,demonſtrated. 


His wiſe generation, whoſe wiſdome is below the wil- 

dome of God, have confounded peoples minds with di- 
tinAions z as that there is a two-fold grace. Firſt, that 
_ they call common, which tbey ſay hath appeared to 
all men. 


Secondly, that which they call ſpecial, and ſaving, which” 


hath only appeared co the Saints, and ty giving heed to theſe 
diſtin&tions, in times paſt many years ago I loſt my ſclfe and: 
my guide, and went from the appearance of it in my ſelfe, to 
hearkento a thing at a diſtance from me,and heeded not that 
at home which was near, becauſe it was called common and 
inſufficient , and ſo ſuffered great loſſe ; and therefim mo- 
ved by him, in whoſ= fight I have found favour and mercy, 
and grace, to declarethe truth as the Lord hath made ic ma« 
nifeſt to me, and in me; that all who ſeek after the Lord may 
be informed, and know where to wait upon the Lord ; for 
unto that grace which ſhewed me cvill, and temptations unto 
evill, I was made-to go back unto,after many ycars profciſion 
(-which they called common and inſufffcient ) betore ever 
found the Lord, or felt his Tiving power again; For the firſt, 
they ground upon the Letter, as they judge, where it is ſaid; 

He cauſeth the ſun toſhine , and the rain to fall upon the juſt and 

u#juſt; And where it is ſaid, in him we live, and move, and baue 

our being , healch and firength , and an'underftanding in 

things naturall, and by which men' comes to ſeegroflc itns. 


and eyils; but that which ' they call ſpecial, is that which the 


Saints arc ſaved by,$& arc eftabliſhed in,in rightcouſnel$,and 


receive the remiſfion of fins. Now he that cauſeth the Sun:zo- 
ſhine , and the Rainto fall, : nd giveth health, and firengrh; / | 
' and nouriftment' to all things living that-are vifible, in- the 
outward viſible ' creation , aud that diſcovereth grofle pas] : 
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-and open evils to man , the ſame is he who is the life of the 
ſoul, the ſame is hethat ſanAifies , and purifics, and ſaveth 
them that believe, and its the ſame vercue and power chat ups 
holds the naturall man in his purc nature, thatupholds che 
ſpiricuall man, and by which he liv«th unto God : It's the 
ame grace, I do not ſay the ſame meaſure; for the ſame 
vertu2 and power by which all things that are viſible and li- 
ving, were made alive, and {ubfiſt in their ſtation and coves 
nant, and bound where they are ſctand placed ; the ſame 
grace, ſtrength , power, and ſufficiency upholdeth the hea» 
venly bo4ies , and moveth and aQteth in a higher ſphear 
or degree, and preſcrveth all that believe, and are quickned 
by him who is the power of God in heavenly places , and the 
{ame power and vertue that diſcovereth the dark places, and 
helliſh places, and the horrible pit; it's the ſame power, life, 
Keength and vertue chat leadeth all that believe into the land 
of the living , into the holy place, into the peaceablc habi- 
tation, intothe holy mountain, and into the heavenly Ta- 
bernacle made without hands : And in few words, he that 
diſcovereth open ſins, the ſame grace and the ſame purity 
diſcovercth hidden and fecret fins, though the meaſure of its 
purity ſhine in one more then another, becauſe them that are 
in the unbeliecf , che darkneſſc over-ſhadows , and the mouns- - 
tains archigh, and the vayl is thick, and the clouds are mas 
ny ; andthe ayre dark , fo that it's r:(plendency and bright- 
n:fſc is not ſeen becauſe of the vail which ſhadows it, that it 
hath not much entrance 3 but in them that believe ; and have 
reccived: that grace, and is joyned to it .in which they bee 
lieve, it renceth the vail, and maketh the ſhadow to flye a- 
way,and ſcatters the clouds,and breatherh forth it ſelt in pu« 
rity , and makes the ayr clearer, fo that its brightnefſe hit. 
neth morcpurcly forth to them, and in them z becauſe the 
heart is moreoptn toreceive its vertucs in , yet the ſame pu- 
rity and vertue remains ſtill, and the ſame grace keeps jts 
ity and property init ſclfe, and its power and ſufficiency 

1s always the fatne , though it ds not appcar ſoto the crea» 
4ure-: Sothis/Lay ,: and is my tcltimony of the grace of God 
which is he giit of God, which hath appcarcd in ſome mo 
| | ure 


fare more or lefſ=- unto all men, and convinceth and ſhews - 
grofſe and op:n evills, even the ſame grace by its vertueand 
power, lcad<th from the leaſt or impureſt thought, and ſhews 
the ſecreteſt evils that lodgeth in che heart, unbelief, and alio 
every temptation uno fin 3 and this ſhall be witncſled to be 
the truth by the whole carth in the day of the Lords appears 
Ing, and is now witneſſed by all the children of Light who 
belicve, with whom TI have fellowſhip in the pure living ſufe 
ficient, perfe& grace of God, which is Gods tree gift, which 
in ſome meaſure hath appeared to all, whereby all arc left 
without excuſe : And herein is the wonderfull loye of God 
made manifeſt to all man-kinde ; and all that turneth to his 
grace, will ſce he hath long waited to be gracious in his 
grace, which is near, thatall man-kind mighe be partafers 
of his bounty, love, mercy, favour, and free gift, by which ju- 
ſification cometh upon all that belicye. 

Therefore my bowels and heart is more open in this unto 
all, becauſe many have erred for lack of knowledge, and 
have wandred afide, becauſe they have not found a true guide. 
Thcrefore in dear love unto all upon the face of the Earth, 
where this may come, I write and let our my boſome into 
this thing, thatthey may alſo be partakers with me of the 
free love of God , andthe free grace of God, by which fam 
ſaved, and know the wall which z ſalvation, and the gates 
which are praiſe , which the Saints arc compaſſed about with, 
and cnterd in at;and for the ſake of ſuch who thirk aſter God, 
and the knowledge of him, I write for their information, 
and not to fatisfe critical men ,. nor them who arc ja the Phi= 
loſophy and vain deceit, who are ſwollen big in their ficſhly 
underſtanding , and puffed -up in their carthly mindes ; for 
by ſuch I defire not any ceſtimony , neither accepta- 
tion. 

But now to come to ſpeak of that which many are doubt- 
ing about ; that is to ſay , the grace of God which bringeth 
ſalvation, which hath y——_— to all men , whether this be 
a ſufficient Leader and Teacher of it ſelfe, it it be received; 
but in order to the thing in hand, It all take notice of this, 
that when I ſpeak of the ſufficiency of grace , and that ie'is a 
ſufficiens 
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ſufficient Teacher : 1 do at Gl of it diflin& from Chriſt, 
or of a thing ſeparated from the power of Gad 3 but one with 
It, and him from whence it comes ; for as he is ſalvation it 
ſelfe, ſothe grace of God is of the ſame nature, by which 
he manifeſts himſelfe and his ſalvation tothem that believe, 
and alſo rzveales his witncſſe.in them ; for where the appears 
ance and preſence of Chriſt is manifeſt , there is his power 
and ftren2th manifeſt, cicher to condemnation or ſalvation ; 
and though his pure appearance and preſence is one in ic (elf, + 
yetthem that have marred his countenance, and picrced him, 
his preſence always hath been , atd will be very dreadfull 
and terrible ; but unto them that believe, and have continued 
with him in his temptation, and have ſuffered with him, and 
have longed for him, his appearance and preſence will be a«- 
miable, beautifull, and lovely, ſweet, pleaſant , delightful, 
deſirable, glorious, and admirable ; ſo that they who have 
.feenit, have been melted into rears, and diflolved as into 
watcr, becauſe of his love and beauty , who isthe chief of 
ten thouſand; On! thatall that long afree him may.wait for 
himin patience, in that wherein he will appear, they ſhall 
feehim, whoſe ſight will be a recompence for all longing, 
and thirſting, and deſiring, and waiting, the ſenſe of longing 
and thirſting will be taken away , when he that makes glad 
the heart appearcth , who lifteth up che light of his countes 
nance, and maketh whole them whoſe hearts have been bro- 
ken for-him whom their ſouls loved'; therefore all wait, and 
think not the time Jong : Keep in your minds to his grace, 
which is his appcarance, and him you will feel, and ſee, 
and be ſatisfied , and ſay, This is be we have waited for, let 
tis rejoyce and be exceeding glad; for now he is come , and his re- 
wardis withbim, to give every one that wait upon him in pu« 
ity, full contentment and ſatisfation , where peace comes 

tobe fcle, £14 joyunſpeakable which is full of glory. 
And though Gad, out of his everlaſting love unto the ſons 
of men, hath followed man, and hath called him to return; 
et that nature which is above in man, which hath tranſ- 
gr:{1:d the life, doth alwayes reſiſt the drawing of the Lord, 
and is not ſubj-& tothe law of God ,, neither ro the grace of 
God 
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God which teacheth to.deny all nngodlineſſe and worldly luffs, that 
hath beſer and compaſſcd the creature about asa thick cloud, 
and always rffketh war againſt the ſoule ; that till there be a 
liſtning unto that which ſheweth ungodlineſſe , which hath 
wer init ſelfe. None hath power neither dominion over 
that in themſelves, which leads into the tranſgreſſjon : 
Therefore, though God who is ſalvation ir ſelfc, hath let our 
himſelf ſo farre, and hath appeared in his pure and perfc& 
grace untoall men, yet all have not received grace; For, - 
though the Lord profer his giſt intentionally, that the crea= 
ture might recciveit, and ſo have benefit, and. partake of its 
living vertue and operation ; yet while that hath prehemi= 
nence in man, which is contrary to grace,that will never re- 
 celiveit, becauſe. it is contrary to the life of the corruptible, 
and takesitslife away ,, and'mortifics and flayesthe enmity ; 
therefore all muſt be ſtil] and quics , and wait in that which 
is pure of the Lord , that they may feel thatraiſed up (which 
receiveth grace) above the corruptible thoughts and defires 
of the carnall mind ; but many who talk of free grace, have 
put no diffcrence betwixe the precious and thevile , buthath 
-put them upon doing and working , who arc in the enmity, 
andcurſc, and in. dcath, and ſo hath brought forth dead 
works; notwithſtanding all performances, they being dead 
to the life God ; another aeth in them, even he which hath 
the power, of Death , which. is the Devill, and ſo have nor 
known that which was precious in themſelves , could nor 
minifter. unto that which was precious in. others; but have 
been Miniſters of Death , and have miniftred 0100 , and 
ſo Dcath nouriſheth ie ſelfe in all them who are not yet eome 
to the ſeparation, to ſee betwixt the precious and ythe 
vile. © | 
. :Now though all have not received grace, fo as to ſave 
them from the committing of fin , the fault is not in God ; 
Tſrae! would have none of my counſel, they flopped their ears : 
Neither. is the fault in the grace which hath appeared unto 
all men. Neither is it becauſe of it's imbecillity and weak- 
neſſe ; but becauſe it is not hearkned unto, and waited in, 
and obcycd g belicved in and Korelpgd 3 For this; call

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oth which ſhall for RE Ro, the leaft meaſure of the 
grace ot God hath power in it ſelf to fave man from come 
mitting of that evill or fin which it ſhews man And as iris 
received, the power comes more and more to be made mani« 
feſt , where all that believe comes to be preſerved our of

ObjeX. But ſome bave ſaid , and now ſay, there is commoy 
grace, and preventing grace, and reſtraining grace, and ſavin 
grace,end the former, that hath appeared to all but thelatter hat 
appeared to the Saints, and to the eleQ onely, | 
Anſw. Grace is Gods pure and perfc& gift, andis but one 
thing ; I ſpeak not of quantity , but of quality ; nor of fo 
much,as that the fulneſſe of grace hath appeared to all; bur of 
a meaſure of thar fulncfſc which, is in Chrift the head, al- 


though I do not divide the leaſt meaſure from the fuln+fſe in 


quality or nature, for ic's one and the ſame 3 for that which 
fhews a man ke ſhould not lye, nor ſwear, that is as pure 
according to it's latitude & proportion, as that which ſh:ws 
a man all that ever he hath done ; and that ſame /grace which 
leads a man from drunkenneſfc and excefſ:, is as pure , and 
of the ſame kind and nature as rhat greater proportion which 
leadeth a min from all tin, I ſpeak what have ſeen trom 
th= Father , though the dark world cannot receive ic : But 
people hive been blinded and darkned with ſounds and di- 
ftin&ions which men coyn and trame in their natural reaſon 

and by their natural parts, which is out of the life, although 
I do'not condemn naturall parts, which are purely naturalt, 
if they keep their bounds and compaſſe ; that is to ſay, to the 
management of naturall things of the viſible creation ; but 
the thinzs of Gods kingdom areof another quality and nze 
ture, and cannot be reached unto by the yatural;but as | ſaid, 
men through diftintions and names hath wracked peoples 
minds, and confounded their underſtanding, and hayc led 
them into a thick wood, or a wilderneſſe, fo they know nor 
where to get forth , neither what the *thing is, of which one 
ſpeaks , becauſe not being fpoken through the enticing words 
of mans wiſdome , which darkensthe countelt of God. Now 
that which ſhews & man <vill after is be committed, is the 
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pure appearance of God : And that which ſhews a man the 
temptatians when they arlſe, thar izthe tame; now this they 
call common , and that which preventeth a min, and keeps 
him back, that he lend nct his heart, nor puts forth his 
hand to commit evill, but: reſteains a man from its; is not 
that ſavingoutof evill, and that which ſtops the adverſary 
in his way that heenter not 3 burpreſferveth the Creature out 
of defilement, and ſaves him from it, is not this ſaving ? is 
not this the ſame thing that the Apoſtle , who was well ac» 

nainted with the grace of God , and of it's opcration wrote 
oi ro Titus Þ That grace of God which brought ſalvation, which 
hadappeared, and doth now appearto all men, which taughe 
ſclf-dcnyal , them to deny worldly liſts, and alſo eo live 
godlily , or like unto God in this xr<ſent world, and now 
doth the ſame; is notthis ſufficicnt co believe in, and ſuffici- 
enito ſave ? Now I do not fay but there is a greatcr-meaſ{ure_ 
Jet out unto them that are converted unto God, then is to 
t:<mthat are convinced of their evill by the ſame grace, yet 
:1]:t is one and the ſelf-fame thing ; one gift, yet a greater 
meaſure of one and the ſame pure vertue and power which is 
given tothem that obeys the life, which is already made ma= 

nit «ſt by its appearance unto all. IM | 
 Ot:jet. But ſome will be ready to ſay that this is errour, - and 
that which i contrary to the Scripture, and to orthodox Teachers; 
that the grace which ic ſaving, is near all men, aud bath appeare 

ed to all men. | 

To that I anſwer ; Though gracebe ſaving in it ſelf, even 
the grace that bath appeared to all men,, and may be truly 
called ſaving grace ; yetto them that believe.not init, nei- 
ther are taught by it, it convinceth and ſhzws cvill, and 
checks and judges forit ; yet there isno variation nor change 
in the gift. of God, tut as it worketh upon dift:rentobjeRs 3 
for faith and unbclief are, two different things, aslight and 
darkneſſe are different , and fo the word of his grace isithe 
ſavonr of life unts life, (that is to ſay) unto them that believe, 
and is the ſaveur of deathunto death, unto. them who are in 
the unbelief, who indeed are dead while they live, yet here 
isthe ſame grace, and mn ſamewordof grace;yet ary

ferent operations ; ſo the Lordkilleth and maketh alive, yet the 
ſame Lord;the Spiric convinceth of fin, and reproveth tor fin, 
and alſo conſolatcs and comforts ; here is diverſity of opera- 
tions, yet the ſame Spirit, which never alters. 

Obj. But furtker, ſome may ſay, If that it be ſaving grace, or 
at the leaſt a degree, and a meaſure of ſaving grace, that hath ape 
peared to all men, then bow ts it that all are not ſaved by it? 

Anſw. B:cauſe I would all tumbling-blocks were remoyed 
away,that the path migha be made plain,that all might come 
to belteve inthat which is Gods gitr, in which there is pow- 
er and ſufficiency 3 theretore- 1 am conſtrained by the grace 
of God to declareof it, andto bear witneſs coir thus larg- 
ly, which | know will be to the edification of all that han- 
ger aſter righteouſneſs. All are not ſaved by it, becauſe they.
